Later be 
spent a year as volunteer in the German 
army. 


Bender, according to his account, re- 


turned to Mexico and went prospecting 
in Chihuahua, lie was stopped 
and 


searched by rebels. They found his na- 
tional guard unifoifii and arrested him 
as an American spy. 
The rebels held 


him captiv? for eight months, he said, 
and made him do the menial work in 
camp. 


"I h.id hesrd of the foulness of Mex- 


ican prisons, but I never imagined there 
conld be a place so awful as that into 
which I was thrown.'' b» said. 
"One 


day the guards threw into my cell t 
rattlesnakes with the hope that they 
r.-onld kill me. I killed the snakes. Tbe 
same performance* wa« repeated later."' 

Bender snid. he was condemned 
tn 1-e ?!iot. lint made friends with one 
of hi« guards who aided himVo escape.

the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion to erect a monument thereon in 
memory of the soldiers who fought and 
died under General Banner.

of the Harmer battlefield, and we fur- 
ther hereby subscribe as the attestation 
of our sincere desire that this site be 
saved to the nation and history."

Concerning Food Shipments. 


That militant and watchful pure food crusader. Dr. 


H. E. Barnard, Indiana food and drug commissioner, has 
just launched a new lino of attack in his efforts to safe- 
guard the pnrity and cleanliness of the food provided for 
Indiana tables. Profcvssoi- Barnard insists that the rail- 
road companies which convey rice, hominy, beans, salt and 
like food stuffs packed in cotton bags provide cleanly cars 
in which the stuff is to be handled. He has appealed to the 
Indiana railroad commission to see that there is reform in 
this direction, and nobody who has ever had opportunity 
to observe conditions will contend that there is not ample 
room for improvement. As Professor Barnard points out, 
edibles of this character, and more perishable goods as 
well, are frequently hauled in filthy cars that are wholly 
unsuited to such classes of merchandise; that have not 
been cleaned and that often reek of the odor of more un- 
inviting freight that comprised the previous consignment 
in the car. Perhaps, on rare occasions, freight cars are 
cleaned after a fashion, but they never look like it. Pro- 
fessor 'Barnard in a petition to the rail commission sets 
up some of the bad conditions which he has found obtain- 
ing, aBcLpoints out the fact that the Indiana statute gives 
the cdmmission unquestioned jurisdiction over the matter. 
Heretofore the major part of the pure food inspection has 
been directed against the display and sale of food in grocer- 
ies and meat markets and its preparation in hotels and res- 
taurants. It will be a splendid thing if the pure food of- 
ficials can go back of this and prevent the contamination 
pf food stuffs before it reaches the merchants.

The Board of Councilors. 


In the business system of government 


for Indiana, cities the board of councilors 
is the only elective body. 
The' mem- 


bership of this hoard varies from nine 
to twenty-fire, according to the class of 
the city. Any citizen of good character, 
three years resident in 
his 
city, 
is 


eligible. 
Councilors are elected at large 


from the city, and each is representative 
of the whole people, not a small fraction 
of the people, as in the, ward system. At 
the first election half of the councilors 
are elected for two years and half for 
four years. Every two years thereafter 
councilors are elected for terms of four 
years. This makes the body continuous 
with always men of experience on the 
board. 


The duties of the board of councilors 


are: 
To appoint a mayor and four 


commissioners, the five to compose the 
board of administration and 
each o: 


them to be the head of the five executive 
departments of government; to appoin 
a board of two election commissioners 
and a board of three civil sen-ice com 
missioners; to fix the salaries .of th< 
commissioners of these three boards; ti 
finally approve all ordinances, franchise 
and public grants; to finally pass upoi 
the tax levy; to remove the mayor a.n< 
any or all commissioners for cause; ti 
receive, require and publish reports upon 
city affairs; to cause the auditing of de 
partments by experts; to 
order 
an 


conduct investigations of 
affairs 
con 


ceniing the city. 


The board of councilors makes no a.p 


'ointments other than the -members of 
he board of administration, bo'ardl of 
lection commissioners and board of civil 
ervice commissioners, and therefore can- 
ot convert the public service into pa- 
ronage and spoils. It does not frame or 
iriginate ordinances, execute the laws 
T apportion the revenues. There can be 
no log-rolling within the board of coun- 
ilors for places of higher emolument in 
,hfi service of the city. No councilor is 
eligible to appointment as mayor or 
commissioner of administration. 
The 


ward of councilors is answerable to the 
leople at all times. All or any part of 
;he body may be recalled through peti- 
;ion and election. 
Under these checks 


the councilors can serve no interest* but 
those of the people. They must appoint 
a board of administration that can make 
good and keep in office the men • who 
do make good. They will search for ex- 
pertness; they will require 
efficiency. 


They must exact satisfaction of the op- 
erating branch of the government for 
the people will demand satisfaction of 
the councilors. 


A councilor receives the nominal sal- 


ary of $150 a year. 
He may be re- 


elected any number of times, and his 
services may become the source of great 
personal distinction and honor as well 
'as public affection ..by reason of pro- 
longed and eminent usefulness to his 
city. 
The office will attract superior 


men of all classes. Honesty, common 
sense and public spirit qualify any citi- 
zen for the duties of councilor. He may 
be a candidate if one hundred of his 
friends desire him to be and bis cam- 
paign may be waged on his own merits 
independent of organizations and bosses.

BLOOMINGDALE. 


The story of how Blomingdale got its. 


name is a pretty one. Away back in 
the years of the past, long after Fort 
Wayne became a town, however, but 
very few people lived over there.

•was mostly fanning land. 
One of its 


earliest residents, wan a well known 
German, a Mr. Western, the father of 
Mrs. George-. J. Strodcl. _JJe was a cab- 
inetmaker by trade and one of the first 
men to purchase residence property_ in 
the Ninth ward, at the corner of Third 
and Barthold streets: 


He was a great lover of flowers and 


had them around at different places in 
his yard, with morning glories covering 
one side of his home. But in his passion 
for flowers he set his heart on liaving 


, more, and one day while he was~over 


in the business part of town he pur- 
chased quite a large amount of flower 
teed. This'he took home,'and with it 
sowed quite'a large area of ground. In 
due time the.seed budded and flowered: 
It was a "blooming sight," as someone 
expressed it—a bower of beauty-that~at- 


- tracted the attention of passers-by. .His. 


• friends who visited him called bis home 
"a blooming- dale," and it continued to 
be so named as the. settlement grew in 
population and when that part, of town

• When Gen. Anthony Wayne made 
his expedition against the Indians in 
this region Wells united his fortunes 
'•nsitirthe Americans and General Wayne 
made ,him the captain of his scouts—

• It was because,-in after years, that; 
his home was along a little stream in 
that vicinity, that this stream was given 
the name of Spy Kun, The road througl 
there took the same name. Afterwards 
when the pioneers began to locate ii 
that section, the name Spy Run was used 
to designate all that section

It was because that locality was th 
home of the spies of the American arraj 
in the early days of the last century.

•hey' have stores of all .-kinds, a number 
f them, and some manufacturing es- 
labliahments.' 'Bloomingdale has a rail-' 
oud station. that_'of the Lake' Shore 
and Lake -Erie raifroads. 'But her citi- 
:ens are not inclined to brag; extensively 
on that account..for the reason that the 
lepot building over there is about fifty- 
nine years away from the modern type. 


No legally established lines mark the 


joundary lines of any of these "towns" 
of Fort Wayne, except possibly South 
Wayne, which was once an incorporated 
;own, but is not so now. Their boundary 
ines are only imaginary. Hence their 
limits cannot be definitely designated. 
However, they can he closely approxi- 
mated and this is what is done in the 
illustration accompanying, this article.

Wayne, the suburb of beautiful homes 
that section of the city which in its olc 
incorporated limits jnelndcd all that tor 
ritory south, of Creighton avenue, nortl 
of Eudisill avenue, east of St. Mary's 
avenue and we"st of Hoagland avenue 
although now its limits possibly inigh 
be extended. 


Ir, wouldn't be hard to imagine hov 


South Wayne got its name—why it wa 
so dubbed. That would be. as easy t< 
guess as to tell why the portion of th 
state in which Fort Wayne is locate 
is called Northern Indiana. Hence it i 
not necessary to tell any story alon 
;hat line, except to say that when South 
iVayne some years ago took a notion into 
its "head that it wanted to be incor- 
porated .that the name came to its in- 
corporators in a natural sort of a way 
and it was adopted. If it had been in 
the north portion of the city it probably 
would have been called North Wayne. . 


This incorporation of the town, took 


place about 1SSS. The citizens wanted 
improvements—better streets, sewerage 
and water service. They proceeded to 
[>ond the town to secure them, and after 
they were safely under way, the citizens 
consented to annexation to Fort Wayne, 
the city, of course, assuming the obliga- 
tions of the town. Now South Wayne, 
instead of having an individual govern- 
ment of its own. is a part and parcel of 
Fort Wayne, just like onr other suburban 
districts. 


It wasn't so awful many year? ajro 


that its three square miles of territory 


forest and field. Even Ernest W. 


Cook can remember that time. It was 
so in his young manhood, and he is some 
distance yet below the three-score mark. 
In 1?SS. when South Wayne "seceded by 
consent" from the city, it had a popu 
lation of three or four hundred.

In Keminiscent Mood. 


Mr. Cook is one of the. oldest living 
esidents of South Wayne. He was born 
ut there, in a dwelling that -was only

"airfield and Byron S. Thompson. In a 
eminiscent mood Mr. Cook said, when 
poken. to by The Sentinel reporter about 
:arly South Wayne, he used to wade

"'The forests were thick with many 
tinds of wild game," he said, "and the 
river was full of fish.

t wasn't long before there was a great 
uilding boom in that,part of the city, 
t is close to the main business center 
nd the electric car service makes its ex- 
reme limits easily reached.

,s a rule, have erected -modern homes, 
..nd today Lakeside is settled with resi- 
.ents the majority of whom are the 
iwners of their homes. 


The investment made by the improve- 


ment company inured not only to 
its 


tockholders but also to the benefit ot 
;he city and the hundreds of lot pur- 
chasers. Very few of the lots platted 
«"hen the addition was put on the mar 
:et remain unsold. Originally a com- 
pany with nearly a hundred stockholders, 
ts stock is now mostly owned by S. M. 
Foster, who was one of the 
original 


stockholders. 


Lakeside has no saloons. 
It never 


will have any. Into ever}- deed that 
Nas been made for a lot purchased, or 
which will be sold, is written a clause 
that forever prevents the purchaser, his 
assigns or heirs, from erecting on the lol 
a building to be used for the sale or 
manufacture of 
intoxicating 
liquors 


Lakeside, therefore will forever be "dry 
territory. It is more, secure in this re 
spect than South Wayn?. which only'has 
uncertain public sentiment as its sate 
guard.

land on which the historic "Apple Or 
chard." famous for.its great public gath

Business Centers.

Aside from those which h»ve ilretdy 


been mentioned in detail, there are otber 
business sections of the city, mercantile 
and manufacturing, which, could be in- 
cluded in this article. 3ro*dwiy ht» • 
many stores, from Washington ttreefc 
south to the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad, 


with others at the corners •where the 
electric car is taken to Westfield, and at 
the corner of Creighton avenue, whare 
the turn is made on the Belt line. 
, 


Then there are many business estab- 


lishments along South Calhoun street, 
and Lewis and Barr street*, in French- 
town, and in the vicinity of the new St. 
Andrew's Catholic church, in the «a»t«rn 
part of the city. In fact, very many of 
the thickly populated neighborhoods in 
other localities have stores, many being 
on South Hanna street. 


Platted Additions. 


Large tracts of land intended for resi- 


dence districts are being constantly 
platted and their lots placed on the mar- 
ket for sale at easy paying, terms. Thia 
is because of the rapid growth of popu- 
lation in the city and the difficulty oa 
the part of newcomers to find homes. It 
would be difficult to name all these. 


Among them might 
be mentioned 


Avondale, Woodland Heights, Eastwood, 
Hiron's addition, McKinnieville, Belmont, 
Electric addition—most of them 
not 


within tho city 
limits—all, howerer, 


easily reached by the electric car lines. 
Their platting and the putting of them 
on the market is proof of the wonderful 
growth in population that Fort Wayne 
is making. Capital is not moved to do 
these things tratil there is a demand for 
it- The bald truth is that Sort Wayn* . 
needs more homes, and many of our peo- 
ple are buying homes of their own. 


The Evolution of Towns. 


It would be proper in an article along 


the lines I have followed to speak of 
the growth of Fort Wayne 
from early 


pioneer times to the present, and men- • 
tion the successive extensions of the city 
limits. This, however, I will not do in 
detail, only alluding to it briefly. 


Kekionga, by which name Fort Wayne 


was first known, was an Indian Tillage. 
Then it became a trading post, with & 
few white traders and settlers. Then it 
became a hamlet, and when the twenties 
of the last century dawned it wa» a 
village that in 1S26 had a population of 
200, increased five years later to 300. 


Its early business and residence dis- 


trict was around what is now the comer 
of Barr and Columbia streets. Then/M 
the years passed it extended over onto 
and up Calhoun street, clustering around 
the corner pf Main. In 1840 the popula- 
tion was 2,OSO and in 1850 it was 4^82. 


The old business and residence sections 


of these early years are shown in the il- 
lustrations accompanying this article. 
These are called the old parts of the city, 
now enlarged and known as the central 
business districts. The Fort Wayne of 
today has a population of 75,000,

hence the nnmc. It has developed into 
one of the most desirable residential sec- 
tions of the city.

1 Washington,- Aug. 10.—This year's 
p'ain crops in the United States will 
ic far in excess of last year's yield, it 
ras estimated today by the department 


>f agriculture. It will be better than 
)he 
average crop 
for. tiie past 
ten 


rears,, and in the case of a "number of 
products will make a ,-irew record, if 


present estimates are not overthrown 
by conditions' at present unforeseen. 


The country's corn crop, estimated at 


2,811,000,000 bushels will be the largest 
in the nation's history, with the ex- 
ception of the years 11)06 ami 1010, the 
former being the banner year with 2,- 
1187,000,000 bushels. 


As for the wheat crop, estimated at 


OSO.000,000 bushels that will rank fifth 
in size during the past twenty years. 


The oats crop will be the largest the 


country has 
gathered, surpassing by i 


21,000,000 bushels that of 1010, the pre- j 
vious record. In barley, too, this year 
will establish a new record, the esti- 
mated yield of 202,000,000 bushels being 
24,000.000 bushels greater than that of 
1000, 
the previous best year, and that 


of rye, 35,000,000 bushels. 


Of potatoes, which will amount this 


year to 371,000.000 bushels, only- 1900 
with its'"§01,000,000 bushels, produced a 
larger yield. 


Washington, 
Aug. 
10.—Under 
the 


Smith-Lever bill, which provides for 
federal aid to agriculture in the several 
states, more than $100.000 would be paid 
out of the federal treasury annually for 
the promotion of agricultural education 
in the state of Indiana. 


It i< expected that the bill will be 


reported favorably to the house by the 
rules committee, with a rule for its con- 
sideration, before the present session ol 
congress adjourns, and that at least it 
will be in a very advantageous position 
for early action when congress recon- 
venes after the vacation. 


The bill provides for an unconditional 


appropriation of $10.000 for each" state 
with which to start the work* 
Thi» 


sum is to be continued each year. The 
additional sum of .$300,000 is to be pai< 
in the year 1014, and an annual increase 
of this appropriation amounting to $300, 
000 a year, over the preceding year, fo 
| a period of nine years, is provided, unti 
' the total amount of additional appro 


priations shall be $3.000.000 annually. 


The?e additional appropriations arc t 


he allotted among the several states i 
the proportion which their rural popula 
tion bears to the total rural vtopulatio 
of the United States, as determined by 
the preceding federal census. Under this 
distribution the state of Indiana, when 
the act shall mature at the end of ten 
years, will get $04,800 annually, in ad- 
dition to the unconditional $10.000 which 
is to be paid every year, making a total 
of $104,800, 


A table prepared to accompany the re- 


port that is to be made to the house 
shows that Indiana has 3.16 per cent of 
the total rural population of the United 
States. 


The plan of the bill i" to have agricul- 


ture taught by extension work of the 
various state colleges through the me- 
dium of practical demonstrations in ag- 
riculture and home economics, through 
field demonstrations, publications and in 
other practical ways.

A 
child was brought Into the hospital 
suffering from diphtheria In its worst 
stages. Mr. Mullally, who was the 
senior surgeon present, saw the child, 
and understood at once that an Im- 
mediate .operation 
was imperative, 


nnd that even a few minutes' delay 


> might be fatal. 
Diphtheria in this 


stage Is terribly catching, and In the 
case of an operation such as Mr. Mul- 
lally was to perform, the chances 
were a hundred to one on bis catching 
the disease unless he took the usual 
precautions. It -was, however, a mat- 
ter ot minutes. Possibly there -would 
have been tlm« for him to fetch his 
mask, which covers the whole face, 
»nd Is a sure protection against infec- 
tion, and to take the other 
general 


precautions in such cases. He knew 
that by doing ec—by waiting a few 
minutes—he -was risking the chances 
ot the operation proving successful, 
ind,so ho decided to operate at once, 
well realizing that he was almost 
bound to suffer. He saved the child's 
life, but he caught the disease, and it 
was touch-and-go with him during a 
whole month."

Is acknowledged to be quinine, or the 
extract of Peruvian bark, but it Is 
more than two hundred years since 
this medicine was introduced into 
China by the Christian missionaries. 
The ruling emperor in 1693 was 
Kanghl, and he suffered from a fevei 
that none of the native physicians 
could cure. He remembered that the 
Tesuit missionaries. Fathers Gerblllon 
ind Bouret, had extolled a remedy 
ihey had brought from Europe which 
they called chln-yo (divine remedy), 
md he decided to try it. The Chi- 
nese physicians opposed it, but th« 
emperor took it secretly and was re, 
lieved.

Some of Its Problems. 


In order to receive a few of the much- 


needed improvements it was found neces- 
sary to ask for many, and it is be- 
ieved that this in a measure is the solu- 
;ion to the question of why the Bloom- 
ingdale people get what they want. . 


In order to secure a "bridge at Barttiold 


street, many things had first to be con- 
sidered. In view of this, the bridge com- 
mittee of the association, after making 
investigations, found that one of 
the 


most feasible plans to benefit not only 
the Ninth ward, but the 
entire city, 


would be to have a bridge connect Van 
Buren and Barthold streets. Van Buren 
street would then directly connect with 
Broadway, forming one continuous thor- 
oughfare from the Goshen road to the 
Bluffton road. 


This plan was suggested to the county 


commissioners when the committee vis- 
ited that body, and after much delibera-

"I just take the offender to my own 


room and have a short heart to heart 
talk and then I administer a 
sharp 


switching. 
A switching never injured 


anyone's mind or body to my knowledge. 
There the guilty one must sit until the 
tears are dry. and the heart is repentant, 
and then all is forgiven. 


Sometimes it takes quite a time for 


the offender to feel sorry for what he 
has done. But ray experience is that 
this method is far the best. They all 
know what to expect and it does away 
with promises and threats, which are the 
worst things possible.-

Fifteen years' continuous culture of 


crops at the Ohio experiment station 
on plots without treatment, on other 
plots with manure, five tons per acre, 
and • on still other plots with 420 
pounds per acre of commercial fer- 
tilizer, when compared with the same 
crops in rotation but with the same 
treatment, show as the average of the 
flve years, a difference. of 24 bushels 
of corn, nine bushels of oats and 12 
bushels of wheat per acre, in favor of 
the rotation.

The thrips U 
single brooded; and the most active 
and destructive stages are coincident 
with the period that Includes the life 
events of the swelling and opening of 
the buds and dropping of blossoms 
and calyces. 


Injuries by the thrips in the Hudson 


Valley have apparently occurred over 
a period of flve year. 
During the 


past three years fruitgrowers gener- 
ally have noticed blighting of blossom 
clusters of pear trees, although the 
nature of the causal agent seems not 
to have been suspected. According to 
statements of fruitgrowers the most 
severe attack of the thrips occurred 
during 1910, when the pear crop in 
many orchards was much reduced. 
Besides losses in yields the trees were 
seriously checked by Injuries to leaf 
buds, and leaf clusters; and In some 
orchards the season was much ad- 
vanced before the trees presented nor- 
mal conditions of growth. The pro- 
ductiveness of pear orchards during 
1911 was greater than the preceding 
year, but blighting of blossom clusters 
was general and orchards suffered 
losses in yields according to the sever- 
ity of the attacks by the thrips. 


Severe attacks by the thrips are a 


serious drain on the vitality and pro- 
ductiveness of the trees. 
In their 


weakened state they are also more 
subject to injuries by adverse weather 
or environment, and to attacks by var- 
ious wood-boring insects. The needs, 
of the orchard with respect to cultiva- 
tion, fertilizers, pruning and spray- 
Ing for other Insects and diseases 
should be carefully considered in 
order that the most favorable condi- 
tions for recovery to health and pro- 
ductiveness rnay be afforded to the 
trees. 


The thrips li a difficult pest to com- 


bat because of the nature and sudden- 
ness of Its attacks. 
Spraying is the 


most efficient method of control. The 
period for effective spraying is during 
tho time when the buds are breaking 
and until they are-entirely opened at 
the tips. The most promising spray-

KILLING TREES. 


Peeling trees In the late summer 


will kill them. The stumps can easily 
be removed with a stump puller or if 
the ground is cultivated around them' 
they will rot in time. They may bt 
destroyed by flra or blasted with a 
small can of dynamite. Sprouts can 
easily be killed after the trunk IB dead 
by continually cutting them under th« 
surface with a mattock and by steady 
cultivation. 


When you whitewash the interior 


of the poultry house mix a liberal 
amount of some good disinfectant of 
crude carbolic acid with the white- 
wash just before applying it 
This 


will insure the destruction of all lte« 
and mites with which it comes in con- 
tact 


Perhaps it would not do to say that 


all chickens that die from gapes are 
those that'are poorly fed and cared 
for. but it is undeniably true that i£ 
the chickens are well fed on feeding 
boards and kept dry arid thrifty they 
will seldom be attacked.

are produced by minute worms which 
are propagated iii the soil. It follows 
that if the chickens are fed on the 
saine - ground all through the season 
they are more liable to be troubled by 
t: • gapes than i£ they are fed on dry 
floors. 


Preventative is better than cure 


always and if the chickens are fed on 
dry. floors for the first few weeks of 
their lives and the yards in which 
tt.ey r.un changed two or three times 
during the season they will- seldom 
suffer from the gapes. 


We believe • that this trouble is the 


EiSeult of poorly kept quarters just as 
ilse and .mites come when the coops 
and grounds are neglected. We have 
never yet -heard of an epidemic of 
"gapes in.a flock of chicks where e-rery 
sanitary precaution wan taken and 


_ they were cared for just as they 


should be- 


When you come to E'.—Iy this asser- 


tion you will see that a high standard 
is set for the amateur chicken-raiser 
but if it is maintained your chickens 
will not die from gape::. 


To those whose flocks are suffering 


the best cure is a simple one—carbolic 
acid. 


A* tioon as the. chicks show signs 


of gapes make a small coop with two 
comportments, an upper and lower. 
Place a hot brick in the lower one 
and drop on it three or four drops of 
carbolic acid.

should not be air tight as the young-

One or two careful treatments in 


this -way will kill the worms In the air 
passages and It is time for the owner 
ol the flock to put his chicks on new 
ground, disinfect their roosting quar- 
ters and everything else about the 
place if he -would keep them healthy.

HOME-MADE CHEESE. 


Excellent cheese may be made at 


home. Six gallons fresh milk will 
make nearly five pounds; one rennett 
tablet will curd 100 gallons of milk; 
on j cheese color tablet .will color 500 
pounds of rnyk, (eight pounds to the 
gallon). 


Heat the milk to 86 degrees, dis- 


solve the color, add '.5 the milk. Stir 
constantly.

sists essentially of two boxes made of 
tongped and grooved lumber three- 
fourths of a.n inch thick. The two boxes 
were made of such dimensions that 
the smaller one will fit Into the larger 
one with an inch to spare all around 
and on the bottom, the boxes being 
held firmly together by having inch 
strips nailed to the inside of the larger 
one a* intervals of a foot apart 


Before these strips are put in place, 


building paper should be tacked to 
the inside of the outer box, and to the 
outside of the inner one, then after 
the paper is on. the space between the 
boxes is carefully measured and the 
Inch strips planed down so that it will 
be a snug fit when-the box is placed 
within the other.

used to having very hot weather continu- 
ously they arrange life and business so as 
to keep cool in the hottest part of the day 
The middle of the day, at least from 
twelve to three o'clock, practically no 
business is done, people stay indoors anc

night before because of the heat by a nap 
or at lenst an hour in a reclining position 


If, when tropical weather comes to us

To-day when a patient suffers from1 


heat stroke and the temperature mounts 
to 150 degrees, or even higher, an ice bath 
is the routine treatment. The temper- 
ature must be brought down.

Nature's method of cooling the body is

the middle of the day and to providing a 
somewhat longer period for the ^midday 
rest 


There are two important external aids 


to keeping cool. 
First and most im- 


portant is cool water, nnd the second cool 
air. The latter is not easy to obtain on 
,1 hot auy, but we have found that the 
creating of artificial currents bl air 
fans carrying heat away from the body 
serves an excellent cooling purpose. 
Light clothing permits heat to be dissi- 
pated into the air much more readily. 
Where actually tool air can be eajoyed it 
is very refreshing. Cool water, however, 
Is at the command of practically every 
one and should be used freely externally 


Three generations ago such cool drinks 
would have been considered as surely pre- 
paring a fatal termination for these 
cases. 'The death rate from fevers, how 
ever, is lower, not higher, than it used to 
be, and cool drinks and cold baths not 
only to add to the comfort of these pa- 
tients, but lower their fever and add to 
their resistive vitality. 


In this, as in many other matters o! 


health, instinct has proved a better guide 
:han supposed science. 
Fever patients 


ised to crave cold drinks and often go 
up when free from observation and too' 
:hem surreptitiously, and then feared th 
worst. Many a beginning improvement i;
